REV. JACOB MATTHEWS. 

READ BY REV. J. M. WESSON. 

Rev. Jacob Matthews, son of John and Lydia Matthews, was 
born in Pendleton District, S. C., October nth, 18083 died in 
Chappell Hill, Texas, February 20th, 1886, aged 77 years and 
four months. 

His parents removed to Green county, Alabama, while he was 
quite young. In the days of his youth he remembered his Creator; 
was convinced of sin; and sought the pardoning mercy of God. 
Soon, he was happily converted, and, not long thereafter, felt that 
a dispensation of the gospel was committed to him; that he was 
called of God to proclaim to others that salvation of which he had 
been made the happy participant.' Educational advantages were 
few in that, then, new country. The youth hesitated. “Who is 
sufficient for these things?” he anxiously asked, and was not pre- 
pared then to reply in the confident language of St. Paul, “our 
sufficiency is of God.” That, to him, was an after experience. At 
length, after much prayer and counsel with Christian friends, he 
yielded; was licensed to preach, and recommended to the Missis- 
sippi Conference in 1829. He was received and appointed to 
Cedar Creek circuit. Subsequently, he travelled Tuscaloosa, 
Pickens, Monticello and Autagua circuits. 

For a time, he was a missionary to the Choctaw Indians, preach- 
ing to the red men the unsearchable riches of Christ. He was or- 
dained a deacon by Bishop Soule in 1832, and an elder by Bishop 
Andrews in 1834. 

On the loth of March, 1836, he was united in marriage with Miss 
Mary Ann May, with whom he lived in domestic felicty 21 years. 
Eight children were born to them, all of whom lived to adult years, 
and five still survive. 
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In 1858 he was married to Miss Eliza Woods, of Jackson, La., 
who well performed a mother’s part to his children, and blessed 
another twenty years of his life. 

After his first marriage, he was local for several years, but 
not inactive; Winston, Noxuby, Octibaha, Kempner and other 
counties shared his labors. Having ample pecuniary resources, he 
was enabled to make full proof of his ministry in the local relation, 
and many new churches were organized by him. His children 
needing better educational facilities than that country afforded, he 
removed to Sharon, Miss., then the educational centre of the Mis- 
sissi{)pi Conference. He again entered the itinerancy and was ap- 
pointed Presiding Elder of Sharon District. In educational mat- 
ters he felt a special interest and was ever active. As agent and 
trustee, he aided in the erection of a new building for the Female 
College, and took an active part in the founding of a Male Col- 
lege. In the fall of 1859 he removed to Texas, purchased a plan- 
tation near Chappell Hill and became a member of the Texas 
Conference. In 1860-61 he served the Bellville Circuit. At the 
close of that year declining health caused him to take a supernum- 
erary relation, which he ever after held. Here, as in Mississippi, 
the cause of Christian education found in him a fast and zealous 
friend. He became a co-worker with Judge Gabriel Felder, Col. 
Wm. M. Browning and others in building up an institution at Chap- 
pel Hill. As his health permitted he continued to preach until 
called from labor to reward. He left no dying testimony, but 
none was needed. His house was in order; temporal affairs ar- 
ranged; his peace long since made with God, and with him all 
was well. 

To die was eternal gain. 



REV. JNO. M. WHIPPLE. 



READ BY REV. I. G. JOHN. 

John M. Whipple, son of Angel and Celinda Whipple, was born 
in Saybrook, Ohio, in the year 1826. 

He Was raised in a religious home, and bore out into the world 
the deep impressions made by the prayers and counsels of a devout 
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mother. The influence of her instruction was manifest in the or- 
derly life of her son, and his deep sense of mojal responsibility, 
even when wandering under the shadows of unbelief. The writer 
of this memoir first met him in 1853. He was at that time in deep 
despondency and doubt. Possessed of a strong intellect, profound- 
. ly sincere in his convictions, he was pondering the problem of life 
and seeking by the light of reason to solve its mysteries. Very 
frankly he confided to his pastor the mental and spiritual conflicts 
through which he was passing. He realized the issue to be one of 
tremendous import. He was seeking after God, if haply he might 
find him, and felt if he failed in that quest, life was a desert and the 
future a cloudless night. Our Savior never slighted an outstretched 
hand, nor permitted an earnest soul to plead for help in vain. After 
months of study and prayer, with his convictions growing deeper 
as his soul drew nearer the light, the shadows of doubi disappeared 
and he was able to accept God as his Father, Christ as his Savior 
and from that hour walked in the sunshine of redeeming grace. 
Accepting Christ, he did not confer with flesh and blood. He uni- 
ted with the Methpdist E. Church South, in 1853. He soon felt 
called to preach. After serving the church for a time as a local 
preacher, he was admitted into the traveling connection in 1859.. 
After laboring several years, owing to failing health, he located and 
devoted himself to teaching, a vocation for which he was eminently 
fitted. He was a conscientious teacher. Life was to him a busi- 
ness of serious import, ^nd in the school-room as in the pulpit he 
impressed his profound convictions on all who came within his in- 
fluence. His heart, however, was in the work of the ministry, and 
he applied for re-admission. His brethren welcomed him back, 
but his feeble health and modest estimate of his own fitness for the 
itinerant work, caused him to retire to a supernumerary relation, in 
which he closed his earthly career. 

Death found him in the midst of his family, near Elgin. Its ap- 
proach was slow. For months the wasting hand of consumption 
undermined his strength and brought him nearer to that solemn 
hour, for which he had been preparing from.tke day he first found 
the Savior. He was a man of clear intellect and strong will, but 
death was stronger than the man; but the grace of God was with 
him in the last conflict. His last hours were spent in commending 
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his loved ones to his Father’s care and exhorting his neighbors to 
prepare for eternity. We are unable to give the exact date of his 
death; but we are sure that he died in the faith leaning upon God. 



BEY. B. F. JOHlSrSOX. 



READ BY J. P. CHILDERS. 

Rev. B. F. Johnson was born in Dooly county, Georgia, Septem- 
ber 25, 1852. His father moved from there to Coffee county, Ala- 
bama, in 1862. Brother Johnson was converted at Zoar Church in 
1869. He soon felt he was called of God to preach the Gospel, 
though he was little prepared in point of education; yet he con- 
ferred not with flesh and blood, but went forth using all diligence 
to prepare himself for a useful labor in the vineyard of the Master* 
He came to Texas in 1874, and settled near Willis in Montgomery 
county. During the years of 1875, ’76 and ’77, he was active, 
preaching as a local preacher. He had no means, so he walked to 
his appointments, some of them 15 miles distant; large congrega- 
tions gathered to hear the preaching of the word, and God made it 
the power in the salvation of many. He was admitted on trial in 
the Texas Conference at Austin, December, 1879, and was appoint- 
ed to Dodge Mission, a work which he had supplied in 1878. At 
the Conference held at Brenham, in 1880, he was returned to Dodge 
Mission. This was a poor country with seven appointments. 
Brother Johnson met all of his appointments punctually, often 
stopping through the week chopping ties for the railroad, to buy 
provisions for his afflicted wife and children. At the Conference 
at Houston he was appointed by Bishop Keener, to Matagorda 
Mission. Not knowing how he could get there, having neither 
money nor horse and his wife sick. He said to me, if he could get 
there he was going. We made him up a few dollars and some pro- 
visions for his wife and children, borrowed him a pony, and he 
went as far as San Felipe, the home of brother Rodgers, his Presid- 
ing Elder, who gave him Valasco circuit, which he served in 1882. 
At the Conference at Bryan, he was appointed by Bishop Parker to 
Fifth Ward, Houston, and served that charge in 1883. At the Con- 
ference at Flatonia, he was again appointed by Bishop Parker to 
Spring Creek Mission. In that year, 1884, sister Johnson died at 
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Houston, leaving three little boys, the youngest seven years old, the 
eldest 12 years of age. This sad occurrence did not deter him from 
the Master’s work; he placed his children at the Baylor Orphans’ 
Home, at which place they remained in 1884 and 1885, At the 
Conference at Galveston, he was reappointed by Bishop McTyeire 
to Spring Creek Mission, which he served in 1885. At Austin, De- 
cember, 1885, he was appointee by Bishop McTyeire to Lexington 
circuit; receiving but $30 for his year’s labors from the church in 
1885, he was unable to attend the Conference, but immediately 
after conference, he went to his new appointed field and entered 
his work cheerfully. On the 26th of January, 1886, in Lee county, 
God said to his servant, “It is enough and took him from l^or to 
reward, in his 34th year. I was intimately acquainted with brother 
Johnson and all through these years he never murmured about his 
works, but pursued his Master’s work with zeal. 

REV. F. M. MCCURDY. 

The subject of this memoir. Rev. Francis M. McCurdy, at the 
time of his death, was a member of the Texas Conference, having 
been elected a delegate at the last session of the Huntsville Dis- 
trict Conference. 

He was born on the 21st of April, 1813, on the Cumberland river, 
in the state of Tennessee. When a boy his father moved with him 
to Georgia, where he lived until 1865, then he came to Texas, liv- 
ing in various parts of the state until his death, which occurred at 
Willis, September 24th, 1886. Early in his religious life he felt 
called of God to preach and was duly licensed, at what date we do 
not know, as in moving from Georgia to Texas during the war his 
library was lost together with his official papers. He occupied 
many positions of public trust. 

In the church he has been steward, class leader and preacher in 
charge. The last two years of his life he was in charge of Pleasant 
Grove Mission, having been placed there by his Presiding Elder, 
H. V. Philpott, and afterwards as supply by Bishop McTyeire. 
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EEPOETS ADOPTED. 



CHURCH EXTENSION. 



For four years we have been engaged in the work of Church Ex- 
tension. This enterprise is no longer an experiment, but has grown 
to almost astonishing proportions. In its practical operations its 
success has gone beyond the expectations of its most , ardent advo- 
cates and has surprised those who were timorous or doubtful as to 
its benefits. Those who understand it best are its warmest friends 
and any opposition to this powerful arm of church work arises, we 
think, from a failure to understand it thoroughly. We respectfully, 
but earnestly, insist upon our preachers reading more, talking more 
and preaching more about Church Extension. 

Since the organization of this work in November, 1882, up to the 
last of March, ’86 — a little more than three years of active work — 
the General Board and Conference Boards have helped to build 
five hundred and twenty-five churches. This board, since its or- 
ganization, has aided sixteen churches, appropriating to them the 
sumof$i,iio. We have collected, during the quadrennium, ^2,363.95, 
of this amount ^1,130.36 have been sent to Rev. D. Morton, Secre- 
tary of General Board, including $345 sent from this Conference.

REPORT OF SUXD ay' SCHOOL BOARD. 



Beloved Brethren : — Your Board desire to return thanks to our 
Heavenly Father, for the progress the Sunday School work is mak- 
ing in the bounds of our Conference. Our children are our most 
* precious trust, committed to us by our Lord Jesus Christ. ‘‘Feed 
My Lambs” is the command of our Saviour. And we do not wish 
them to be allowed to grow up in ignorance or indifference to our 
Holy Religion, but rather Bring them up in the nurture and ad- 
monition of the Lord.” We do not claim that even the best Sun- 
day School, can supply the place of the family altar or the paren- 
tal instruction of the children in the Christian Religion. But how 
few children receive any religious instruction, where the Sunday 
School is unknown. We trust that every preacher in our Confer- 
ence will endeavor to organize a Sunday School where “ten per- 
sons can be collected for the purpose.” 

We would also recommend the Presiding Elders to hold special 
meetings for the children during the session of their quarterly meet- 
ings. We also state that we are perfectly satisfied with our own 
literature and earnestly recommend its use to the exclusion of all 
other, it being in our judgment the best published. 

We are pleased to notice that our preachers are identifying the 
' children with the missionary cause and that they call upon them 
to assist in raising their various collections. 

We find that in twenty-three charges, the children have raised 
five hundred and forty-five dollars and twenty cents for missions, 
besides expending two thousand six hundred and ten dollars and 
eighty-five cents for literature and other necessaries for Sunday 
School work.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 



To the Bishop and Members oj the Annual Conference : 

There is constant and pressing demands for enlarged and more 
intelligent work towards the enlightenment and salvation of the 
whole world, He that said : Go ye into all the world and preach 

My gospel, has never countermanded the order. This work is 
pressing more closely the conscience of the Church than ever be- 
fore in the history of Christian missions. 

The missionary operations of the Church is not a divided work. 
It is one great effort to evangelize and save the whole world. The 
Domestic and Foreign Work are only two in name. It is one in 
fact. In the mirror of modern missions, and the wonderful progress 
of the 19th century, every enlightened Christian man may gaze 
upon the face of the world and see the family likeness of universal 
kinship in Christ. And no Christian man or woman should make 
the distinction in their heart of home or foreign, whether he gives 
to the heathen at his door or the brother in the wilds of Africa or 
the jungles of India. Our ideas of foreign missions must so enlarge 
as to compass the fulness of our Lord’s command to teach all na- 
tions; and then so contract as to bring the whole world home ta 
the heart of the Church. What we do for the world at large we do 
for ourselves individually and by as much as we contribute to the 
individual elevation of one soul by so much do we advance the re- 
ligious progress of the world. 

The great need of the Church and the world is an enlightened 
conscience upon the great work' of Christian missions. And we 
very urgently call the attention of our preachers to the means at 
hand for disseminating missionary information. The Advocate of 
Missions is published for this purpose, and should be in the hands 
of all our preachers and every Methodist family in the entire land;, 
and we hope that Dr. John will meet with great encouragement in 
subscriptions from the Texas Conference. 

The Publishing House at Nashville has publications on missions 
which it would gladly have the opportunity of making arrange- 
ments on favorable terms for distribution throughout the entire 
land. These books and tracts are worth nothing only as they are 
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distributed and read. We urge upon our preachers and people to 
use lavishly these means of Methodist missionary grace. 

We offer the following resolution for your adoption : 

Resolved, That we as members of the Texas Conference pledge 
ourselves to secure at least three subscribers each to the Advocate 
of Missions and urge upon our people the great importance of 
buying our missionary literature. 

We reeommend our preachers to enlist the co-operation of Sun- 
day Schools and Sunday School workers, and refer them to Article 
6th of Missionary Constitution. 

Measures have been adopted by the Board, looking to the hold- 
ing of anniversary missionary meetings at district conferences. 

The following resolution was adopted by the Conference Board? 
to-wit : 

Resolved, That the President, Secretary and Treasurer of this 
Board be constituted an executive committee, and they are hereby 
required to formulate a programme, for missionary anniversaries, to 
be held at some time during the session of each district conference 
in the Texas Conference; and that the Seeretary of this Board be 
required to attend each of these meetings, and in case of his ab- 
sence, to appoint some one to represent this work 'and do whatever 
else may be necessary to keep the subject of missions before our 
people. 

We offer for adoption by the Conference, the following reso- 
lutions : 

1. Resolved, That we will make our best endeavors to raise our 
missionary collections by the 6th of March, 1887 and forward the 
same to Conference Treasurer immediately. 

2. Resolved, That we will make our best endeavors by the help 
of God to double our colle<itions for foreign work. '

It is full of able 
editorials and valuable communications and is worthy to be in 
every methodist household and has a great work in preserving the 
connectional unity of our church. 

Your committee would call especial attention to the publication 
of the quarterly review at our publishing house.

No good man will deny the necessity of circulating the word of 
God.

Standing in the valley of the dry bones of dead resolutions and 
in the fellowship of this shame beg still to stir up our pure minds 
by way of remembrance. That this obligation is right in our path 
of duty, as ministers of, the Holy Word’ of God. It cannot be * 
limited by Sects, Sections or Trade: But as wise men we may 

adopt that way which is surest and in the American Bible Society, 
we think we have that institution. Seventy years in successful ope- 
ration and still enjoying the favor of God and men, we may with 
devout thanks to the Giver of every good gift religiously cornmend 
it to the church we love, and heartily and earnestly labor in har- 
* mony with its helpers. 

We note with sorrow that the Society’s usefulness has been inter- 
rupted by falling off in contributions, and that they express the fear 
that unless those who love the Bible and whom God has prospered 
are more liberal in their gifts the operations of the Society will 
ere long be greatly reduced. And, from figures given us by the 
District Superintendents of Texas, the total cash receipts from all 
sources in this great State for the year 1886 was ^234.11. That 
they employed 20 colporteurs, distributed 11,084 copies valued at 
$4,747.05 and received from churches and individuals $234.11 and 
this amount would not cover the freight, which was $281.90, and 
that in 3^ years of the fourth general supply they have spent 
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$28,163.96 to supply our destitute of the State with Bibles. Then 
what must we do ? Resolve, no, let us resolve not to resolve. But 
determine to open our eyes and survey the field unstop our ears 
and heed the warning, let’s grasp the outstretched hand that reaches 
out to aid us at home and in the foreign fields. By co-operating 
heartily with the agent, by enlisting the interest and securing money 
for this most important work.

HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 



To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Conference : 

Dear Brethren — The committee to which was referred the pro- 
posal to organize a “Methodist Historical Society,” would re- 
spectfully report : 

The end contemplated by such a Society is of importance to 
Texas Methodism. The men who pioneered the pathway of the 
Gospel in this great Southwestern field are passing away; the rec- 
ords of the work th^ wrought are disappearing, and the lessons 
that may be learned from the story of their consecrated toil will be 
lost, unless preserved by the grateful care of those who follow in 
their footsteps and share the benefits of their labors. The plan to 
organize a “Historical Society,” with provisions for the collection 
and preservation of records relating to the organization and devel- 
opment of the societies, churches and conferences, and of the lives 
and labors of the men chosen of God for this work, we accept as a 
wise suggestion and commend it to the approval of the Conference. 

This action was taken by an informal meeting of curators, trus- 
tees, visiting committee and faculty of the Southwestern University, 
held in Georgetown, June 8, 1886. A committee representing each 
of the Texas Conferences was appointed, which prepared the fol- 
lowing Constitution of the Texas Methodist Historical Society : 
Name , — This society shall be called the Texas Methodist His- 
torical Society; its location, Georgetown, Texas. 

Objects . — The purposes of this association shall be to collect 
materials bearing upon. the history and progress of Methodism in 
Texas, especially as connected with the M. E. Church, South: such 
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as relate to the organization of societies; the building of churches, 
parsonages, and institutions of learnii%; biographical sketches of 
leading ministers and laymen; accounts of gracious revivals, won- 
derful conversions, etc., etc.; also the collection of photographs of 
ministers and others,, and of churches and school bnildings; also 
the collection not only of manuscripts and minutes of conferences, 
but also of pamphlets, books, etc., bearing on the history of Meth- 
odism in general, and of Texas Methodism in particular. 

Officers . — There shall be a president and vice-president, whose 
duties shall be such as usually pertain to these offices. There shall 
be a resident secretary at Georgetown, who shall keep the records 
of the society and conduct its correspondence, and who shall be 
the custodian of all its records, manuscripts, books, photographs, 
etc. He shall keep these properly labeled. There shall also be a 
corresponding secretary for each annual conference, whose duty it 
• shall be to collect all available information bearing upon the his- 
tory and progress of our church in their respective conferences, and 
shall transmit copies of the same to the parent society at George- 
town. 

Executive Committee . — The president, vice-president, and one 
member selected from each annual conference, shall constitute an 
Executive Committee. This committee shall hold its regular 
meetings annually, at Georgetown, at 'some time during the Com- 
mencement week of the Southwestern University; and shall have 
authority to adopt any measures they may deem necessary for pro- 
moting the objecs of the association. Five members shall at any 
time constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Your committee recommend the adoption of the following reso- 
lutions : 

Resolved i. That we approve the organization of a ‘‘Methodist 
Historical Society,’^ embracing all the Texas conferences and those' 
which may be the outgrowth of Texas Methodism. 

Resolved 2. That we accept and adopt the above constitution 
for the government of said Society. 

Resolved 3. That E. S. Smith be selected to represent the Texas 
Conference in the Executive Committee provided for in the Con- 
stitution. 

Resolved 4. That O. T. Hotchkiss be selected as the corre- 
sponding secretary to collect information bearing on the history 
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and progress of the Texas Conference, and the biography and work 
of its members for the use of said Society.

EDUCATION. . 



SOULE COLLEGE. 

We learn from the report of the President and Secretary of Soule 
College, submitted to our Board, that while said institution has not . 
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: gained in the number of students over last session, it has lost noth- 

ing in that respect, but holds the ground already gained — sixty-six 
' students having been enrolled during the year. The building is 
valued at $30,000. There are about 750 volumes in library, which 
has been increased by the Reports of the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion — the published volumes of the loth census of the United 
States, and other public documents of value. 100 volumes donated 
by Rev. Jacob Matthews. A high standard of Christian education 
is maintained, and a moral influence extended over the students. 
The College is under the supervision of J. M. McNeely, President^^ 
who has been elected for a term of five years. 



CHAPPELL HILL FEMALE COLLEGE. 



This institution, we learn, is in a prosperous condition, having 
95 students upon its rolls, and is under the presidency of Rev. E. 
W. Tarrant, a popular and efficient educator, assisted by a compe- 
tent corps of instructors. Thirty-seven per cent of the students, 
are church members. This speaks for the high Christian character 
of the teachers who impart instruction therein. We are assured 
that it is a good school and worthy the patronage of the church,, 
which it solicits. The school is recommended to the church for 
patronage and support. It is requested by the Board of Trustees,, 
and it is hereby recommended that Rev. E. W. Tarrant be appoint- 
ed President and that M. M. Felder, J. M. Nicholson, Rev. J. F.. 
Follin, Rev. I. Z. T. Morris, Rev. J. P. Childers, O. L. Williams,, 
Thos. Smith, E. W. Tarrant, H. C. Brandt, J. E. Rout, Rev. C. H. 
Brooks, Rev. J. B. Sears and H. Hudgins, be elected trustees of 
said College. 

Soule College asks,' and we recommend that H. C. Brandt, R. B. 
Johnson, J. W. Thompson, R. R. Felder, W. H. Campbell, R. P.. 
Buckingham, T. H. Mercer, O. L. Williams, J. M. Nicholson, Hon.. 
W. H. Burkhart, Hon. W. H. Jackson, H. M. DuBose, I. Z. T,. 
Morris and J. M. Brown, be elec.ted trustees. 

Your committee submit the following resolution : 

Resolved, That this Conference recommends the Board of Trus- 
tees of each Church, School of high grade within the bounds of 
this Conference, appoint a representative to meet representatives of 
other Church Schools of other Conferences within this State, to- 
gether with the Board of Curators of Southwestern University at 
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Georgetown, during the next ensuing Commencement in June, or 
at such other time as may be most convenient for all parties con- 
cerned, for the purpose of devising a plan of correlation of all the 
Schools with the University as was provided by the Convention 
which established the University. 

SOUTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 

The report of the Board of Curators of Southwestern University 
at Georgetown, shows that great Central Texas School in a greater 
degree of prosperity than it ever has reached before, having mat- 
riculated up to this date about 50 per cent increase beyond any 
former year of its existence, there being now 340 students in the 
two schools — University proper and the Ladies’ Annex. 

The School has never had such harmony, good order and pros- 
perity. We acknowledge with profound feelings of gratitude the 
liberality of a member of our Church, in the gift of ^3,000, with 
which to erect a helping hall for boarding purposes, of young 
preachers and other worthy young men. A^ beautiful helping hall 
has been erected and is now in successful operation, and will ever 
be a monument of the Christian benevolence of the kind donor. 
The success of this matter shows the necessity for another hall for 
similar purposes, for the rooms are all full, and it is confidently be- 
lieved that when the large building is erected for the Ladies Annex 
and suitable boarding houses provided, 1000 students might soon 
be found at Georgetown. Such is the moral and religious influence 
there, that about 80 per cent of the students are religious, and such 
is the good discipline that not even a demerit has been given up to 
date. 

We deem the church fortunate in the selectiom of Dr. J. W. Heidt, 
Regent and J. H. McLean, Vice-Regent, with special control of the 
Ladies Annex; and furthermore, the institution is certainly fortu- 
nate in having an entire Faculty of religious persons for teachers. 
So the fountain is pure. We recommend that one hundred dollars 
be assessed upon each District for Education, and that one-third 
be given to Chappell HilFFemale School, and two-thirds to South- 
western University.
